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HAVE this year, as well as in my Merlin of laſt year, 
[ inferted a correct Table of Houſes for the latitude of 
London, for the ufe of thoſe who may be inclined to 
tudy the two ſublime ſciences of Aſtronomy and Aftro- 
ogy, in which they will find more pleaſure, truth, and 
ſisfaQtion, than they conceive, unleſs they enter deep 
into them; and which ſciences have been ſtudied by ſome 
of the greateſt genius's of this and all other nations with 
whom we are acquainted, _ . 

It is a ſort of paradox to me, that many who make uſe 
of this divine ſcience, ſhould both publicly and privately 
ealumniate it, when it is well known. moſt of our ableſt 
phy fic1ans make uſe of the art; but parva ue capiunt 
arimos. It is enough for me, that I have found ſo much 
verity in the raviſhing beapty, conflant order, and power- 
fal efficacy of the cœleſtial bodies, as to lead me to the 
knowledge, contemplation, and admiration of the ſupreme 
cauſe, the architect of this wonderful frame, who by his 
omnipotent word did create them ; and in the tiches of 
his mercy and wiſdom, by his providence, pre-ordained 
their miniſtry and motions, and to ſuſtain and uphold, as 
ſecondary cauſes, the means and inftruments for the ordi- 
nary governing of this inferior and elementary world. 
Whoever hath defamed, or ſhall traduce this fcience, we 
muſt conclude it proceeds from ignorance, and want of

whoſe dignity and profeſſion proclaim them learned; and 
ſome of them account themſelves maſters of the whole 
magazine of learning, and that they have it fixed in the 
pia mater of their brains; but,

But divine providence has ſtill favoured it at all times 
with its champions and votaries, who have ſufficiently at- 
teſted, and clearly proved its antiquity, veracity, Inno. 
cence, and uſefulneſs; and that it has been juſtified and 
tolerated by Scripture, antient fathers, ſchooimen, philo- 
ſophers, and ſome of our latter divines, and others of this 
nation, who were men of profound parts and great learn. 
ing and piety; and by the moſt convincing proofs, and 
ſolid arguments, that could poſſibly be produced, to evince 
the truth of it, and of its legality,
